Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  City  during  1939. 

The  report  is  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
2067,  and  on  account  of  the  need  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  paper 
and  the  increased  work  on  the  Department,  the  Report  is  in  the  nature  of 
an  interim  report  only. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  AND  THE  WAR. 

During  1939  and  specially  from  3rd  September  when  war  commenced, 
a  great  deal  of  the  time  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Services  was  of  necessity  occupied  with  the 
medical  side  of  Air  Raid  Precautions.  The  Chief  sections  to  deal  with  the 
casualties  which  may  have  occurred  were  : — 

1.  First  Aid  Parties. 

2.  Ambulances. 

3.  First  Aid  Posts,  Fixed  and  Mobile. 

4.  Hospitals. 

5.  Civil  Nursing  Reserve. 

6.  Blood  Donors. 


I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  spite  of  the  additional  work  thrown  on  the 
Department,  it  was  found  possible  to  continue  all  the  Clinics  and  Treat¬ 
ment  Centres  established  by  the  Council  for  the  welfare  of  the  citizens. 


Lincoln  was  designated  as  a  Receiving  Centre  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  medical  supervision  and 
treatment  of  a  large  number  of  evacuees.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary 
of  the  number  of  evacuees  received  during  1939  and  the  number  remaining 
at  the  end  of  the  year  : —

The  Medical,  Nursing  and  other  Staff  were  able  to  provide  adequate 
supervision  of  the  evacuees  and  all  the  Clinics  of  the  Council  were  utilised 
for  their  welfare. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  evacuees  showed  improve¬ 
ment  whilst  they  were  in  Lincoln  in  the  majority  of  cases. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Department  was  available 
during  the  year,  and  on  the  outbreak  of  the  War,  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  was  established  for  the  use  of  the  City  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  areas,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(2)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Two  motor  ambulances  at  the  City  Hospital  for  infectious  cases  and 
two  motor  ambulances  at  the  Police  Station  continued  to  be  kept  during 
1939  as  in  the  previous  year. 

(3)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Lincoln  District  Nursing  Association  for 
the  nursing  of  the  patients  in  their  homes  were  on  similar  lines  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

No  special  nurses  were  employed  for  the  nursing  of  infectious  cases 
in  the  home. 

(4)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

It  was  found  possible  to  conduct  all  the  Clines  and  Treatment  Centres 
established  under  the  City  Council.  Full  details  were  given  in  my  report 
for  the  previous  year. 

(5)  Hospitals. 

I.  Provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  various  Committees  of  the  Council  concerned  with  Hospitals  gave 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  new  hospital  accommodation  which  was 
considered  necessary  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  make  new  provision 
during  the  year. 

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  Service  cases  and  Air  Raid  Casual¬ 
ties  in  Hospitals  were  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  Council  is  generally  aware  of  the  various  steps  taken  to  increase  the 
bed  accommodation.  This  matter  continues  to  receive  the  attention  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health.

All  the  Hospitals  provided  by  the  Council  were  available  for  the  use 
of  the  patients  during  the  year.  These  are  : — 

1.  City  Hospital  and  Sanatorium. 

2.  City  Maternity  Home. 

3.  Burton  Road  Institution. 

4.  Joint-Smallpox  Hospital. 

II.  Hospitals  not  wholly  subsidised  by  the  Local  A  uthority. 

County  Hospital. 

This  is  a  voluntary  general  Hospital  which  deals  with  patients  from 
the  City  and  the  neighbouring  County  area.  I  am  informed  that  it  was 
not  found  possible  to  open  the  new  28  bed  ward  during  the  year,  but  plans 
for  further  extensions  are  being  proceeded  with. 

(6)  Public  Assistance  Medical  Out-door  Relief. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  domiciliary  medical  relief,  under  which 
the  patient  has  free  choice  of  doctor,  was  continued  during  the  year. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Marriages. 

There  were  789  marriages  solemnised  as  compared  with  643  in  the 
previous  year. 

Births. 

The  net  live  births  during  the  year  were  849  and  this  gives  a  birth  rate 
of  13.4.  This  is  the  same  rate  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  net  still-births  were  26  as  compared  with  35  during  1938. 

Deaths. 

The  net  deaths  for  the  City  were  854  and  this  gives  a  death-rate  of 
13.4  as  compared  with  12.5  for  1938. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  41,  and  this  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  48  as  compared  with  44  for  1938. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

The  methods  of  investigation  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  on 
similar  lines  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  excluding  Chicken- 
pox,  was  218,  as  compared  with  302  in  the  previous  5^ear.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  was  on  the  same  lines  as  described  in 
my  report  for  1938.  The  statistics  in  connection  with  Venereal  Diseases 
for  the  year  1939  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  beginning 
of  the  present  year. 
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WATER. 

The  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  was  continued  during  the  year 
and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  were 
satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  remained  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

SANITARY  STAFF. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  the  activities  of  the  Sanitary 
Staff  were  continued  on  similar  lines  as  during  1938. 

Two  Sanitary  Inspectors  left  the  Department  to  take  up  similar  posts 
elsewhere,  but  it  was  decided  by  the  Council  not  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

It  was  found  possible  to  continue  all  measures  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  as  described  in  my  report  for  1938. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  which  were  considered  maternal 
deaths  was  two.  This  gives  a  maternal  mortality  of  2.29  as  compared 
with  3.40  for  the  previous  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  1  during  1938. 

The  vision  was  unimpaired  in  all  cases. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  during  the  last  five
